work of research, 


The amount of $750,000 provided | 


in the estimates, said Mr, Malcolm, 
had been suggested by the national 
research council. After going over 
the whole situation with the research 
council, Mr. Malcolm estimated that 
$3,000,000 would be required during 
the next five or ten years period to 
construct and develop laboratories in 
Ottawa. The research council had 
been of the opinion that the first 
year’s program would not necessitate 


any possible expenditure in excess of| 


$750,000. 

The research council had recom- 
mended an annual increase from 
$170,000 to $300,000 for administra- 
tion and the suggestion would be car- 
ried out. 

“The building up of a trained staff 
%o operate the laboratories will re- 
quire time and will be a progressive 
affair,” said Mr. Malcolm. Private 
research in Canada had done “valu- 
able work.” In respect to the re- 
search work being performed by var- 
fous departments of the Government, 
there would be a gradaul amalga- 
wation of effort.

as in the state of Washington, where
